Mittelholzer, who has done no two books alike- and no two books to equal- his 
early Yorning at the Office and Shadows Move Among Us, returns to the Caribbean where the 
short life of Sylvia provides a case book to which the background of color lines, high 
and low and off, provides the most authentic note. Sylvia is the daughter of a cockney 
engineer and a British Guianan native. Her father is a sentimental sensualist who spoils - 


her; her mother is a frigid, whining woman who hates her; and Sylvia, indulged and self- 
indulgent, is governed by a private world of fullblown fantasies. Her excessive love for 
her father is transferred at his death (he is murdered) to her brother, David. When David 
goes off to sea, Sylvia engages in many abortive, tentative relationships which are both 
provocative and repellent to her, and finally, after an attempt to seduce the fumbling 
youngster who wants to marry her, she willingly allows her life to slip away....

The new book by the author of 7orba The Greek is a vast allegory on the 
passion of Christ and the passions of men. A small, isolated rich village in Greece 
is a microcosm of the world and is ruled by a homosexual, luxury-loving Agha. At 
Easter, the notables of the village select the men and women who are to play the 

main parts in the next year's Passion Play; Manelies, a shepherd, is to play Christ, 
and others are assigned to the various roles. Each player has in him the seeds of 
the character he is to portray, and as the months go by- he assumes the personality 
of the prototype. In contrast, the notables typify a certain sin; gluttony, pride, 
lust, hypocrisy, etc. As catalysts, the villagers who survive an attack by the Turks 
throw themselves on the mercy of the people here. They settle on a nearby hill, and 
the double passion play is on. It ends only with the martyrdom of Manelies at the 
hands of his own neighbors... Kazantzakis has here a much better- and more dramatic- 
plot- than he did in Zorba, but unfortunately he has no fine character to set it in 
motion. In fact, he has no characters at all, only puppets in masks, and the passions 
he attributes to them are spent on nothing. And in spite of vigorous scenes and often 
fresh writing, the drama cannot be carried by the philosophical content alone.

An apocalyptic panorama of a cholera epidemic in Provence in the mid nineteenth 
century has none of the metaphysical content of Camus‘ modern 7he Plague, but has a sense 
of epic universality in which primitivism overrides civilized restraints and good and evil 
are reduced to their simplest terms. And for the personal tragedy of the individual, Giono 
substitutes a larger landscape of devastation across which his central character, a 
Piedmontese hussar, moves with high courage and confidence. The message here is a simple a 
one- that the fear and hysteria and treachery which are generated cause more havoc than 
the disease- that self-interest, in the struggle for survival, is more destructive than 
death. But Angelo, as he moves from village to village, is a figure from an heroic mold- 
a chevalier sans peur et sans reproche. He tries to save others-rather than himself; and 
eventually it is Pauline, whose courage matches his, whom he escorts back to her home- and 
whom he sustains when she is stricken....

His blindness 

is almost incredible and his awakening to his betrayal is not too convincing. He lives 

to work in a movement to undermine the Nazi regime and to love the one real woman in 

his life, a Jewess who later dies in a concentration camp, then dies at peace during 

the Second World War. Engrossing reading,- if at times superficial, it still has a 

meaning for the present quiescent period, though will probably be more satisfying as 


a story alone.

While they recognize 
greats of the period- Petrarch, Boccaccio, Machiavelli, Alberti, Erasmus, Cervantes, 
Rabelais, Leonardo, Michelangelo, Galileo, Luther, considerable space is given to such men 
as Vives the Spanish sociologist, Palissy "the philosophical potter" of France, Aldus 
Manutius without whose thriving Venetian printing press many of the works of his age might 
not have appeared. A helpful comparative table of political, economic, religious and cul- 
tural events prefaces the anthology, and the clarity of the editors' introduction presents 
the period in its always new and interesting light.

SEX ETHICS AND THE KINSEY REPORT $3.00 


* There has been a great hullabaloo about the Kinsey reports but all too lit- 
tle of careful analysis of their findings and their implications, and almost no con- 
sideration of them from an ethical or religious point of view. This lack is met ad- 
mirably by Seward Hiltner. A theologian and a student of the personality sciences 
for the light they throw on religious beliefs and practices, Hiltner has undertaken ob- 
jective analysis of the two Kinsey reports. The author takes Kinsey seriously. He 
finds defects in the reports and is particularly disturbed by Kinsey's presupposi- 
tions as to the effect of religious youth upon sexual behaviour. But Hiltner does 
not foam at the mouth. In fact, he regards the Kinsey reports as "scientific and 
social documents of genuine importance .... containing material indispensable to 
any serious student in sexual matters -- whether this interest be personal, ethical, 
legal, medical or something else." Hiltner starts out by a review of "Christian 
views of sex" concluding with a formulation of his own of "a contemporary Christian 
view of sex." He then takes up the major findings of Kinsey's reports, one by one, 
stressing Kinsey's evaluation of the bearing of religious influences, which he finds 
faulty. He classifies existing attitudes toward sex and criticizes them from a 
Christian point of view. They are "The Child-of-Nature Attitude", "The Respecta- 
bility-Restraint Attitude", "The Romantic Attitude", "The No-Harm Attitude”, "The 
Toleration Attitude", "The Personal-Interpersonel Attitude". The book is designed 
to be used by Protestant ministers, counsellors and average men and women inter- 
ested in building an ethically sound sex code. It will be criticized by tradi- 
tionalists, on the one hand, and by those who think that sexual behaviour is en- 
tirely an individual matter, on the other. Nevertheless it is a sound, objective 
discussion of the whole question - a book that can be recommended without hesita- 
tion.

The author, a Trappist monk, has endeavored in thls book to explain why it iy 


is that in recent years Americans have been drawn in such numbers to the contemplative 
cloisters. The facts are plain. The Trappist monasteries in the United States, long 
neglected, are now filled to capacity with young Americans. When a visitor to this 
country discovered that America, for all its materialism, has more Trappist monks than 
any other country in the world, he remarked:- "This flowering of the contemplative life 
seems to one as important here as atomic research". Father Raymond looks for an ex- 
planation for this phenomenon in the life and work of Frederic M. Dunne, for many years 
the head and moving spirit of the main Trappist monastary at Gethsemani, Kentucky. But 
in his story of Dunne's life, the author does not succeed in unveiling the secret of 
his undoubtedly potent influence in keeping the contemplative life on such a high level 
as to attract men to it and hold them to it. It is no doubt difficult to dramatize life 
in a cloister.

The opening chapter deals with "The Withering Away of the 
Family", documented by the records of increasing divorce, juvenile delinquency, 
feminine escapism, and domestic conflict. Then there is set forth the idea of the 
family "in which each does what he can and each receives what he needs," which is 
described as the highest known ideal. Mrs. Trueblood contributes a chapter on "The 
Vocation of Married Women", her husband one on "Responsible Fatherhood". In the 
concluding chapter a vital religious faith and the proper expression of it is set 
forth as one of the great sources of family strength. Like all books bearing the 
Trueblood name this is a readable and challenging message to Protestant Christians.

It is a direct contradiction of the Puritanical 
conception of the mortification of the flesh and a vigorous denial that the body is 
necessarily evil. The perversion of the use of the senses is recognized, but their value 
is not on that account discounted. His defense of the use of perfumes by women, his ac- 
claim of the value of athletics and sports and his praise of the dance are on a par with 
his enthusiasm for literature, art and music. Whimsical and practical, the author evi- 
dently gave his translator considerable difficulty. Good ammunition for such Catholics

* Out of a background of a courageous battle against Nazi totalitarianism waged 
as a philosopher and a journalist, Professor von Hildebrand is now bringing his fertile 
mind and vigorous spirit to bear upon the spiritual problems of the English-speaking world. 
Professor of philosophy in the graduate school of Fordham University, his influence is felt 
far beyond his own Catholic circle. In these essays he throws light upon what he considers 
to be the basic conflict of our day, that between Christianity, on the one hand, and a 
thoroughly anti-Christian conception of life, on the other. He by no means confines his 
attack to the philosophy of totalitarianism. He is concerned with the attempt to escape 
from God by whatever means that escape may be attempted. As might be expected, his is 
primarily concerned with the role of the Catholic Church in education, and in particular, 
with the function of the Catholic universities. He combats the oft-repeated notion that 
Catholic teaching cannot be objective. He pleads for the reenthronement of truth for the 
role of reverence in education. Well written, readable and forceful - a splendid inter- 
pretation of a Thomist philosophy applied to the problems of today.

A prodigous amount of labor has been devoted to the preparation of this volume. 
The whole of the Old Testament is covered with the purpose of making quite clear the con- 
tent of the various books. It might be used by Bible students to review what each chapter 
and verse says and to check on their factual understanding of their Bible reading. There 
is some interpretation and clarification in the foot-notes, but, generally speaking, the 
Bible is allowed to speak for itself and the author's effort is confined to making as 
clear as possible what it does say. There is no particular denominational bias, Catho- 
lic or Protestant, conservative or liberal, except that involved in accepting the Bible 
as if it were history as well as a book of inspiration and devotion. The story of the 
Creation is re-told as if it were historically and geologically true. But some of the 
findings of Biblical criticism are followed. Theologians and clergymen will find little 
value in this catechetical treatment of the Bible. (Publ.) (LC: 53-11371)
